LNG project seen as win-win 
situation for Valero 


according to Valero President 



ORANJESTAD - The Texas 
based Valero President, Bill 
Klesse announced this week 
that Valero will be investing 
between 100 to 200 million 
Aruba Florins in the Aruba re¬ 
finery. In a recent press meet¬ 
ing, Klesse had words of praise 
for the manner in which the 
Aruba refinery is being man¬ 
aged by local General Man¬ 
ager Bill Buckley and his 
team. According to Buckley, 
that very morning of the press 
conference, they had received 
a very positive evaluation and 
the continued support of Bill 
Klesse and his San Antonio 
team, which he said is very im¬ 
portant for them here in Aruba. 
“Our goal is to continue man¬ 
aging the Valero Aruba opera¬ 
tions in a safe manner and to 
continue the job of making 
progress in the refinery opera¬ 
tions,” says Buckley. 

When asked, what are the 
projects in which the refinery 
will be investing, the Aruba 
General Manager explained 
that, one will be the desalina¬ 
tion plant, then the construc¬ 
tion of terminals to prepare and 
repair tankers, a container for 
LNG as well as several turn¬ 
arounds that they will embark 
upon in the coming year. 

With respect to LNG there 
is no definite supplier as yet. 
Bill Klesse remarked that he is 
convinced that an LNG project 
will be good for Aruba and also 


very good for Valero. This he 
said is ...”what we can call a 
win-win situation. He said that 
they are working diligently on 
this project and they already 
have an idea how it will be 
managed. What is lacking is to 
determine who will be supply¬ 
ing the gas. He said,”we have 
sent 29 solicitations to different 
companies to ascertain if there 
are interested suppliers for this 
project. There is money in such 
a project for both parties.” 
Hence they are working dili¬ 
gently to realize this. 

Bill Klesse reported that 
Valero has invested more than 
100 million dollars in the Aruba 
refinery since its reopening. He 
remarked that a look at their 
next year’s budget shows an an¬ 
ticipated investment of between 
100 and 200 million dollars 
next year. He said, they will 
continue with projects that they 
had put on hold. Thus, accord¬ 
ing to Klesse the Aruba refinery 
has a future. Klesse claims that 
the business of a refinery is a 
very competitive one. He ap¬ 
plauded the excellent work of 
the Aruba team and their good 
relationship with the people of 
Aruba. He said .. .”we have an 
excellent relationship with the 
Aruba government, and we are 
very optimistic. We received a 
great presentation here this 
morning and we are very satis¬ 
fied with the dedication of our 
people here.”

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Norway attacker had prepared 
second, bigger bomb: media 


OSLO (AFP) - The gunman 
who confessed to the July 22 
attacks in Norway had pre¬ 
pared a second bomb bigger 
than the one that exploded in 
Oslo's government district, 
public broadcaster NRK re¬ 
ported Wednesday. 

Quoting unnamed military 
sources, NRK said that the 
bomb discovered at the farm 
Anders Behring Breivik had 
rented, some 140 kilometres 
(85 miles) north of Oslo, 
weighed between 1.0 and 1.5 
tonnes and was ready to use. 

In comparison, the car- 
bomb he set off outside gov¬ 
ernment offices in Oslo, 
killing eight people, weighed 
950 kilogrammes (2,095 
pounds), according to expert 
estimates. 

Without giving any details 
on the size of the bomb, Nor¬ 
wegian police denied that they 
had found any explosive device 
that was "ready to deploy", 
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contradicting a key element of 
the television report. 

Oslo police spokesman 
Roar Hanssen said on Twitter 
that: "A lot of modified fer¬ 
tiliser was found at the farm." 

On July 27, police said 
they had found and destroyed 
explosives stored at the iso¬ 
lated farm, but did not provide 
any details on the quantity or 
what condition they were in 
when they were discovered. 

Behring Breivik, a 32- 
year-old rightwing extremist 
who had been planning the at¬ 
tacks for years, had rented the 
farm several months before 
the July 22 carnage, officially 
to grow vegetables but most 
likely to have a reason to pur¬ 
chase chemical fertiliser with¬ 
out arousing suspicion. 

According to a Norwegian 
agricultural cooperative, 
Behring Breivik received a 
delivery at the beginning of 


May of six tonnes of fertiliser, 
which may have been used to 
make the bombs. 

After setting off his bomb 
in Oslo, the killer went on a 
shooting rampage on the 
nearby island of Utoeya, 
where the ruling Labour 
Party's youth wing was host¬ 
ing a summer camp, killing 69 
more people, many of them 
teenagers. 

According to police, 
Behring Breivik has said dur¬ 
ing interrogations that he had 
"other targets" in mind that 
day, and media has reported 
that he had planned to attack 
the royal palace and the 
Labour Party headquarters. 

Currently being held in 
preventive custody in a high- 
security prison near Oslo, 
Behring Breivik has con¬ 
fessed to the attacks and 
claims he acted alone. 


Iran, Russia claim 
’first step' to nuclear 
breakthrough 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
and Iran on Wednesday said a 
new Russian plan had a real 
chance of solving the standoff 
over the Iranian nuclear drive, 
despite the failure of past ini¬ 
tiatives to end a decade of 
deadlock. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Lavrov welcomed his 
Iranian counterpart Ali Akbar 
Salehi in Moscow to discuss 
the details of a "step-by-step" 
plan that rewards Tehran for 
greater transparency with a 
gradual easing of UN sanc¬ 
tions. 

The rare visit to Moscow 
by Iran's top diplomat came a 
day after Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad re¬ 
ceived Russian Security Coun¬ 
cil chief Nikolai Patrushev and 
gave his blessing to the new

approach. 

The novelty of the plan is 
that each time Iran is able to 
build confidence with the UN 
nuclear agency it will be re¬ 
warded with a step-by-step re¬ 
moval of the UN sanctions 
imposed against it over the last 
years. 

World powers fear that Iran 
wants to develop a nuclear 
bomb under the cover of a 
civilian nuclear energy pro¬ 
gramme and have for years 
sought to persuade Iran to re¬ 
nounce the key process of ura¬ 
nium enrichment as proof of 
its goodwill. 

Iran has insisted it has 
every right to uranium enrich¬ 
ment while emphasising that 
its nuclear programme is en¬ 
tirely peaceful. 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Mexican police are alleged to 
have turned over a 
Guatemalan migrant for the 
equivalent of $40 to an angry 
mob, which then proceeded to 
beat him to death in revenge 
for a robbery, news reports 
and witnesses said. 

The death of Julio Fer¬ 
nando Cardona, 19, near a 
hostel for migrants in the city 
of Tultitlan on August 8 
sparked protests outside the 
Mexican embassy in 
Guatemala City , and 
Guatemalan charges of possi¬ 
ble police complicity. 

Father Hugo Raudel, the 


director of the San Diego Mi¬ 
grants House, told reporters 
that Cardona was detained by 
police as a suspect and taken 
away in a patrol car. 

Other witnesses said Car¬ 
dona had nothing to do with 
the robbery, but was beaten to 
death anyway by youths de¬ 
manding that he return what 
he had stolen. 

The police said the patrol 
car was dispatched to the 
scene in response to a call by 
a neighbor that a youth was 
being beaten. 

But witnesses said the po¬ 
lice were on the scene before 
the beating.

ORANJESTAD - During a re¬ 
cent press conference with 
Valero Refinery President, Bill 
Klesse, General Manager of 
Valero Aruba Refinery, Bill 
Buckley, Prime Minister Eman 
and Minister de Meza, the 
name of Venezuela’s PDVSA 
Refinery was mentioned a 
number of times with respect 
to a LNG (Liquid Natural Gas) 
project. This LNG project is 
“in the pipelines” for Valero to 
begin exploring very soon. 

According to the Prime 
Minister, it is PDVSA who 


took the initiative to contact 
the Aruba Government and 
Valero Refinery with the 
proposition regarding the ex¬ 
ploration of an LNG project. 
They are interested in not only 
supplying us with gas, but are 
also interested in working to¬ 
gether on a joint infrastructure 
for said project. Both Valero 
and the government are seri¬ 
ously interested in such a proj¬ 
ect. PDVSA presented three 
options. 

One option is to build an 
LNG plant at Punto Fijo, Fal¬ 


con and transport the gas with 
tankers to Aruba. An other op¬ 
tion is to run a pipeline up to 
the coastline with an LNG 
plant at the coast of Venezuela 
and transport the gas to Aruba. 
Still one other option is to in¬ 
stall a pipeline from Aruba up 
to the dispatching LNG area in 
Venezuela. According to 
Eman, they have given serious 
thought to all three options and 
that they are in dialogue with 
the government of Venezuela 
regarding this. 

Bill Klesse explained that 
his company has no objection 
and no problem working with 
PDVSA. Valero has an excel¬ 
lent working relationship with 
PDVSA for many years. For 
many years they have been a 
valuable supplier to Valero, 
says Klesse. 

According to Eman, a few 
months ago the government 
signed an MOU with Valero 
with respect to LNG; hence 
Aruba is totally committed to 
this LNG project. Frank Hoe- 
vertsz and Freddy Rafini are 
working diligently on this proj¬ 
ect, so they are expecting that 
this LGN project will become 
a reality. The Prime Minister 
hopes to be able to give more 
information on the next steps 
they will be taking on this proj¬ 
ect

Jodie Foster helps keep search for 
aliens alive 




Time for new strategy to save 
mammals, say biologists 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
’’Contact” star Jodie Foster 
was among donors helping to 
revive the 42 radio telescope 
dishes at a key California in¬ 
stitute searching for extrater¬ 
restrial life, the group said 
Tuesday. 

The Search for Extrater- 

Lyrics App Gives 
You the Words to 
5.5 Million Songs 
on iTunes 

Musicians are not always 
the most articulate folks — 
often letting the sound and 
emotion of a jam outweigh 
vocal clarity — which can 
make singing along to your 
favorite tunes a bit of a 
chore. Enter musiXmatch, a 
new iOS app from the lyrics 
provider that makes uncov¬ 
ering the words to any jam 
a snap. 

The app — which is 
available for Android, Sym¬ 
bian, Windows Mobile 7 
and now for iPhone and 
iPod touch [iTunes links] — 
scans your music library, al¬ 
lowing you to listen to your 
music and tap to uncover 
lyrics while you jam. Right 
now, the app has around 5.5 
million songs, so pickings 
are relatively robust.

restrial Intelligence (SETI) 
Institute in California, which 
got a direct hit from federal 
and California budget cuts, 
had to halt operations in April 
for its telescopes pointed to¬ 
ward outer space. 

But after a public cam¬ 
paign launched on its web¬ 
site, SETI said it had received 
$223,000 — exceeding its 
$200,000 goal — from 2,557 
donors, Foster among them. 

The Allen Telescope Array 
(ATA) is ’’’good to go’ and we 
need to return it to the task of 
searching newly discovered 
planetary worlds for signs of 
extraterrestrial intelligence,” 


she said. 

Recalling her role as an 
astronaut trying to get in con¬ 
tact with extraterrestrials in 
1997’s ’’Contact,” Foster said 
the telescopes ’’could turn 
science fiction into science 
fact, but only if it is actively 
searching the skies. I support 
the effort to bring the array 
out of hibernation.” 

The amount of her dona¬ 
tion was not revealed. 

Apollo 8 mission astro¬ 
naut Bill Anders, who also 
funded the SETI campaign, 
said ”it is absolutely irrespon¬ 
sible of the human race not to 
be searching for evidence of 
extraterrestrial intelligence. 

Founded in 1984, SETI 
was due to relaunch its oper¬ 
ations next month. But in 
order to ensure long-term re¬ 
search, it will have to find 
new sources of financing. 

The group is putting its 
hopes behind getting a US 
Air Force contract to track or¬ 
biting space debris that could 
damage satellites and the In¬ 
ternational Space Station. 


PARIS (AFP) - Time is run¬ 
ning out to craft a plan to 
save Earth’s rich diversity of 
mammals, a quarter of whose 
species could be wiped out, 
biologists warned on Tues¬ 
day. 

”A global mammal strat¬ 
egy is urgent,” they said in a 
journal published by the 
Royal Society, Britain’s acad¬ 
emy of sciences. 

Millions of people have 
rallied to the cause of large 
iconic mammals such as the 
tiger, the polar bear and the 
giant panda, they noted. 

But the news for less visi¬ 
ble species is grim, especially 
those with a commercial 
value for poachers or whose 
habitat is at risk from farm¬ 
ing, development or impend¬ 
ing climate change. 

Of the 5,339 documented 
species of mammals that are 
alive today, a quarter are 
threatened with extinction in 
the wild, according to their 
estimates, appearing in the 
journal Philosophical Trans¬ 
actions. 

”As of today, there is not yet 
a comprehensive, widely 
agreed, global conservation 
strategy to tackle the mammal 
decline,” said Carlo Rondinini 
and Luigi Boitani of the Global 
Mammal Assessment Pro¬ 


gramme at Rome’s Sapienza 
University, and Ana Rodrigues 
of the Centre of Evolutive and 
Functional Ecology in Mont¬ 
pellier, France. 

They suggested the UN’s 
Biodiversity Convention 
weave a single vision, identi¬ 
fying which areas and species 
are at risk and how resources 
can be mustered to save them. 

This work should then be 
coordinated by an authorita¬ 
tive institution with global 
reach, such as the Interna¬ 
tional Union for Conserva¬ 
tion of Nature (IUCN). 

Accompanying papers in 
the journal predicted that the 
biggest losses of mammal 
habitat will be in Africa and 
the Americas, while many 
species will be lost on the 
Mediterranean rim if predic¬ 
tions of climate change prove 
correct. 

Quantifying such perils is 
hard, given that many mam¬ 
mals are elusive species and 
may live in fragmented, out- 
of-the-way habitats, the ex¬ 
perts admitted. 

Indeed, Australian investi¬ 
gators reported last Septem¬ 
ber that of 187 mammals that 
have been ’’missing” since 
1500, 67 species have subse¬ 
quently been found again.

Women smokers face higher 
bladder cancer risk 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women smokers face a higher 
risk of bladder cancer than 
previously thought, according 
to a US study that points to the 
changing content of cigarettes 
as a potential reason for the in¬ 
crease. 

The latest data shows that 
smoking is responsible for 
about half of bladder cancer 
cases in women, compared to 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
African-American women 
who do not breastfeed their 
babies face a higher risk of 
getting an aggressive form of 
breast cancer than their coun¬ 
terparts who nurse, said a US 
study. 

The analysis found that 
women who had two or more 
children faced a 50 percent in¬ 
creased risk of hormone recep¬ 
tor-negative breast cancer, one 
of the toughest kinds to treat. 

But this higher risk was 
only present in women who 
did not breastfeed their chil¬ 
dren. 

"African-American women 
are more likely to have had a 
greater number of full-term 
births and less likely to have 
breast-fed their babies," said 
Julie Palmer, professor of epi¬ 
demiology at the Slone Epi¬ 
demiology Center at Boston 
University. 


previous studies that showed 
between 20-30 percent of such 
cases were attributable to to¬ 
bacco use. 

The research, funded by 
the US National Institutes of 
Health and published in the 
Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, said "the 
composition of cigarettes has 
changed during the past 50 
years." 

These changes have led to 
"a reduction in tar and nico¬ 
tine concentrations in cigarette 
smoke, but also to an apparent 
increase in the concentration 
of specific carcinogens, in¬ 
cluding beta-napthylamine, a 
known bladder carcinogen." 

Also, more women are 
smoking than before, which 
could explain the change. 

Previous studies have 
shown the risk of bladder can¬ 
cer in current and former 
smokers was between 50-65 
percent in men and 20-30 per¬ 
cent in women, while current 
smokers face triple the risk of 


"This study shows a clear 
link between that and hormone 
receptor-negative breast can¬ 
cer." 

Data for the research, pub¬ 
lished in Cancer Epidemiol¬ 
ogy, Biomarkers & 
Prevention, a journal of the 
American Association for 
Cancer Research, came from 
the Black Women's Health 
Study which has followed 
59,000 women since 1995. 

From 1995 to 2009, re¬ 
searchers found 457 cases of 
hormone receptor-positive 
breast cancer and 318 cases of 
hormone receptor-negative 
breast cancer among study 
participants. 

Among those diagnosed 
with hormone receptor posi¬ 
tive breast cancer, which also 
tends to occur more frequently 
in white women, there was no 
link to the number of children 
a woman had and whether or 


getting bladder cancer as peo¬ 
ple who never smoked. 

The study shows that 
smoking is linked to an even 
higher risk of bladder cancer 
in women — 52 percent — 
while men stayed about the 
same at 50 percent. 

The latest findings appear 
to confirm a 2009 US study by 
the NCI that showed a 
stronger association between 
smoking and bladder cancer 
than had been observed in the 
mid-1990s. 

CDC data from 2009 
shows that an estimated 46 
million people, or 20.6 per¬ 
cent of all US adults, smoke 
cigarettes, though smoking is 
slightly more common among 
men (23.5 percent) than 
women (17.9 percent). 

Health authorities say 
about 69,250 people will be 
diagnosed with bladder cancer 
this year in the United States 
only, and 14,990 will die from 
the disease.

"Our results, taken together 
with recent results from stud¬ 
ies of triple negative and 
basal-like breast cancer, sug¬ 
gest that breastfeeding can re¬ 
duce risk of developing the 
aggressive, difficult-to-treat 
breast cancers that dispropor¬ 
tionately affect African-Amer¬ 
ican women," Palmer said. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention, about 35 percent of 
white women in the United 
States are breastfeeding their 
babies at six months of age 
compared to 20 percent of 
black women. 

Breast cancer is expected to 
kill nearly 40,000 people 
(39,520 women, 450 men) this 
year in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to the National Cancer 
Institute. It is the second lead¬ 
ing killer among women after 
lung cancer. 


PARIS (AFP) - People who ex¬ 
ercise just a little bit each day 
may boost their lifespan while 
TV addicts could be taking 
years off their life, two studies 
published suggest. 

Chi-Pang Wen of Taiwan's 
National Health Research In¬ 
stitutes and Jackson Pui Man 
Wai of the National Taiwan 
Sport University looked at 
more than 400,000 people who 
took part in a medical screen¬ 
ing programme between 1996 
and 2008. The volunteers were 
then followed for eight years 
on average. 

Compared with individuals 
who said they were physically 
inactive, people who were in a 
group of "low-volume" exer¬ 
cise had a 14-percent reduced 
risk of premature death from 
all causes, and a 10-percent re¬ 
duced risk of death from can¬ 
cer. 

The "low volume" category 
applied to people whose total 
amount of exercise of all kinds 


averaged 92 minutes per week, 
or about 15 minutes a day. 

On average, their life ex¬ 
pectancy was three years longer 
than inactive counterparts. 

The benefits applied to all 
ages and to both sexes and are 
roughly equivalent in health im¬ 
pact to a successful campaign to 
discourage smoking, say the au¬ 
thors, who publish their work 
online in The Lancet. 

Separately, researchers in 
Australia found that watching 
TV or videos for an average of 
six hours a day could shorten 
the viewer's life expectancy by 
almost five years. 

Every single hour of TV 
watched after the age of 25 
shortened the viewer's life ex¬ 
pectancy by just under 22 min¬ 
utes, according to an 
extrapolation of these figures. 

In actuarial terms, an hour 
in front of the box had roughly 
the same effect on life ex¬ 
pectancy as smoking two cig¬ 
arettes.

Toronto-listed Rusoro 
Mining Ltd., owned by Rus¬ 
sia’s Agapov family, is the 
only large gold miner operat¬ 
ing in Venezuela. It produced 
100,000 ounces last year. 

Chavez said that the na¬ 
tionalization was necessary 
"because in that area there is 
anarchy, there are mafias, 
smugglers.” 

Venezuela has as much as 
$12 billion in gold reserves, 


increase in US crude oil in¬ 
ventories last week that could 
point to weak demand in the 
world's biggest oil consumer.

gold reserves held abroad. 

The report also said that 
Venezuela is planning to 
move about $6.3 billion in 
cash reserves mainly from 
the Bank of International Set¬ 
tlements in Basel, Switzer¬ 
land, and Barclays Bank in 
London to unnamed Russian, 
Chinese and Brazilian banks. 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bian President Manuel Santos 
said Wednesday the leftist 
rebels in his country have 
been weakened but not de¬ 
feated, underscoring the need 
for more efforts to root out vi¬ 
olence to help improve the 
economic climate. 

"Today the guerrillas are 
weakened, a bit desperate, but 
not yet defeated, so we must 
persevere," Santos said dur¬ 
ing a visit in Chile at a meet¬ 
ing of the Economic 
Commission for Latin Amer¬ 
ica, a regional economic 
grouping. 

Santos said improving the 
country's security situation is 
key to boosting the economy, 
by giving more confidence to 
those investing in the South 
American nation. 

In past years, he said, for¬ 
eign investment "was practi¬ 
cally nonexistent," because 
"nobody wanted to go to 
Colombia, including insur¬ 
ance companies which would 
not insure executives in 
Colombia because the risk 
was too high." 

"We had lost control of 
part of our territory, and it 
was important to restore secu¬ 
rity and governance through¬ 
out the country to be able to 
think about a development 
program." 

In Colombia, where a rebel 
movement has been active for 
decades, "we have made suf¬ 


ficient progress to be able to 
expand the domestic and for¬ 
eign agenda but security re¬ 
mains a problem; until we get 
a comprehensive peace, we 
will not cease our efforts." 

Santos arrived Monday in 
Chile for a two-day official 
visit which included talks 
with Chilean President Sebas¬ 
tian Pinera. 

The Colombian leader told 
business leaders during the 
visit that his government is 
willing to talk with rebel 
groups that want to lay down 
their arms. 

On Saturday, the largest 
rebel group, the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia, active for 47 years, said it 
was willing to dialogue with 
the government, but only if it 
can create the environment 
which guarantees peace and 
social justice. 

In clashes last week, the 
FARC, which is estimated to 
have some 8,000 fighters, 
killed two Colombian soldiers 
and wounded eight others. 

Earlier in the month, sus¬ 
pected FARC rebels set fire to 
an oil tank at a Colombian fa¬ 
cility operated by Canada's 
Alange Energy. 

Attacks on the country's 
oil facilities have increased 
since the start of the year in 
what experts see as a sign that 
the decades-old guerrilla 
group is targeting the sector 
as a source of revenue.

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Betrayed N.Z. wife smashes 
car into wrong property 


WELLINGTON (ALP) - A 
New Zealand woman angry 
at her cheating husband 
crashed a car into the build¬ 
ing where she thought her 
love rival lived, only to find 
she had targeted the wrong 
property, a report said yester¬ 
day. 

The 25-year-old woman 
pleaded guilty in court to 
causing damage of almost 
NZ$43,000 ($36,000) to the 
property in the South Island 
town of Nelson, the Nelson 
Mail reported. 

The newspaper reported 
that the woman, whose name 
was suppressed, was driving 
with her husband in the town 
in June when she confronted 
him over text messages he 
had received from another 


woman. 

She demanded he direct 
her to the woman's apartment 
complex and point out which 
property she lived in. 

The furious wife then 
crashed her car through the 
gates of the apartment com¬ 
plex and accelerated into the 
garage of the flat where she 
thought the woman lived. 

Her husband ran off while 
his wife waited for police to 
arrive, the newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

It said the man later told 
his wife she had crashed into 
the wrong property. 

Prosecutors are seeking 
full payment for the damage 
inflicted by the woman, who 
will be sentenced on October 
3, the report said. 


German boy told to clean up 
calls cops over ’forced labour’ 


BERLIN (ALP) - When a 
German boy phoned to com¬ 
plain he was being made to 
do "forced labour", police 
were alarmed. But it turned 
out the 11-year-old had only 
been asked by his mother to 
help clean up at home. 

The boy from the western 
city of Aachen phoned this 
week to make his complaint, 
adding that his mother "made 
him work all day", police 
said. 

"I have to work all day 
long. I haven't any free time," 
the boy told authorities over 
the phone. 


His mother, who was not 
identified, later told police 
her son had been complain¬ 
ing over the holidays of hav¬ 
ing to help around the house, 
and had repeatedly threat¬ 
ened to call the police over 
such "forced labour". 

When she asked him to 
pick up paper on the floor, he 
dialed the 110 police emer¬ 
gency number. 

"He plays all day long and 
when told to tidy up what he's 
done, he calls it forced 
labour," police quoted his 
mother as saying.

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Madrid protesters decry 
cost of pope party

MADRID (AFP) - Protesters 
take to Madrid's streets 
Wednesday to decry the ex¬ 
pense of a rock festival-style, 
million-strong youth party for 
Pope Benedict XVI at a time 
of economic crisis. 

On the eve of the 84-year- 
old pontiffs arrival in the 
Spanish capital to celebrate 
lavish World Youth Day 
events, more than 100 groups 
opposed to the visit prepared 
to march Wednesday evening. 

The joint protest unites 
many causes, including 
groups seeking a change in the 
Church's attitude to gay rights 
and those fighting for a clearer 
separation of Church and 
state. 

There is even a separate 
plan for a gay and lesbian 
"kiss-in" once the pope gets 
here . 

But the outcry that has 
struck a chord with many — 
including some priests — is 
over the official 50.5-million- 



euro ($73-million) price tag, 
excluding the cost of police 
and security, of the Madrid 
celebrations. 

The protest groups, some 
of which argue the real cost of 
the event to taxpayers is more 
than 100 million euros, are 
joining under the slogan: "The 
pope's visit, not with my 
taxes." 

Organisers say most of the 
cost will be covered by a reg¬ 
istration fee from the pilgrims, 
and the celebration will be a 
massive tourist boost for 
Spain. 

But for many the celebra¬ 
tion is jarring at time when the 
economy is faltering, the gov¬ 
ernment is making painful 
cuts and unemployment is at 
20.89 percent. For those under 
25, the jobless rate is over 45 
percent. 

"We criticise this scan¬ 
dalous show at a time of such 
a terribly distressing economic 
situation, with entire families 
unemployed," said Evaristo 
Villar, of Redes Cristianos 
(Christian Networks). 

"This ostentation is causing 
a lot of damage and distancing 
a lot of people" from the 
Church, he said. 

Many of those in Spain's 
15-M "indignant" movement - 
- launched on May 15 against 
the management of the eco¬ 
nomic crisis — are also taking 
part in the protest. 

"Just months after visits to 
Santiago and Barcelona, Mr. 
Ratzinger — Benedict XVI to 
the Catholics — persistent in 
his idea of 'reconquering' a 
country that he sees as veering 
away from its moral and reli¬ 
gious programme, returns to 
Madrid," the protesters said in 
a statement to be read out at 
the rally. 

It appealed to all citizens, 
"regardless of their personal 


convictions," to stop authori¬ 
ties from granting the Church 
"privileges that belong to past 
eras and an undemocratic her¬ 
itage." 

Spanish gays and lesbians 
say they will hold a separate 
protest "kiss-in" after the 
pope's arrival Thursday. 

The kiss-in, being organ¬ 
ised on Facebook, is to protest 
against the Church's "moral 
condemnations of sexuality," 
said Jaime del Val, a 
spokesman for one of the gay 
groups involved, Asamblea 
Transmaricabollo de Sol. 

When the pope last visited 
Spain in November last year, 
he was confronted by a homo¬ 
sexual kiss-in in Barcelona. 

About 200 gay men and 
women couples locked lips to 
demand the Church recognise 
their right to be gay as he pa¬ 
raded through Barcelona's 
streets November 7 in his 
transparent "Popemobile". 

For the August 16-21 
Catholic celebrations, traffic 
has been barred in much of 
central Madrid and a huge 
white stage has been erected 
for events in the emblematic 
Cibeles Square. 

Huge speakers blare out 
pop music through the day as 
hundreds of thousands of fans 
in floppy hats swelter in the 
August heat. 

The Church has opened 
200 white confessionals in the 
form of boat sails along the 
main thoroughfare through 
Madrid's Retiro park. 

The pope will hold a 
"Prayer Vigil" on Saturday 
evening at an airbase south¬ 
west of the capital, where the 
pilgrims will spend the night 
on an esplanade the size of 48 
football pitches. 

Benedict celebrates mass 
there on Sunday morning at a 
white altar almost 200 metres 
(660 feet) long in front of a 
wave-shaped stage and under 
a giant parasol "tree", made of 
interwoven golden rods. 

A secular protest group, 
Europea Laica, said it hoped 
several thousand protesters 
would join the march. 

"It is in defence of the con¬ 
struction of a secular state, the 
separation of the Church and 
state, and against the financ¬ 
ing of the Churches by the 
state," said Europa Laica pres¬ 
ident Francisco Delgado. 

One Roman Catholic group 
called Hazte Oir (Make Your¬ 
self Heard), called on the au¬ 
thorities to ban the protest 
march, with a petition describ¬ 
ing it as "an expression of in¬ 
tolerance and religious 
hatred".

ROME (AFP) - Wesley Snei¬ 
jder is untouchable according 
to Inter Milan, although pres¬ 
ident Massimo Moratti ad¬ 
mitted that Samuel Eto'o's 
expected departure to Anzhi 
Makhachkala is in part re¬ 
sponsible.

this kind it’s difficult to 
match it or to refuse it,” he 
said. 

’’Financial fairplay is no 
laughing matter, it’s serious 
and those who don’t respect it 


will find themselves barred 
from European competition.” 

Anzhi are believed to 
have offered Inter around 22 
million euros for Eto’o while 
they are offering the player 
an incredible wage believed 
to be around 15 million euros 
a season. 

But Moratti had soothing 
words for Inter fans disap¬ 
pointed at the sale, pointing 
to the fact they let Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic leave two years 
ago, when Eto’o arrived, only 
to go on and win the treble. 

’’The fans were disap¬ 
pointed when Ibrahimovic 
left but then you know how 
that turned out,” he said. 

Inter are looking to find a 
repacement but Moratti said 
it will more likely be Napoli’s 
Ezequiel Lavezzi or Atletico 
Madrid’s Diego Forlan than 
Manchester City’s Carlos 
Tevez. 

”In the end I don't think it 
will be (Tevez).

Wozniacki’s slump continues as Serena forfeits

CINCINNATI (AFP) - World 
number one Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki's disappointing US Open 
preparations continued on 
Wednesday as she crashed 6- 
4, 7-5 to young American 
Christina McHale at the 
WTA tournament here. 

The 21-year-old Dane suf¬ 
fered a collapse similar to last 
week's defeat in Toronto, 
where she went out in the 
second round after letting a 5- 
1 lead slip in the second set. 

Wozniacki, who holds the 
number one ranking despite 
disappointing showings at the 
French Open and Wimble¬ 
don, had only returned to ac¬ 
tion in Toronto after a month 
out with a painful shoulder. 

Wozniacki, who has been 
in the news of late for being 


the new girlfriend of US Open 
golf champion Rory Mcllroy, 
has not won a match since a 
last-16 exit at Wimbledon, 


having received first-round 
byes at Toronto and here. 

However, Wozniacki - a 
finalist in the 2009 US Open 


- was philosophical about her 
poor form and vowed to put 
it right. 

"Such things happen dur¬ 
ing a season, to have highs 
and lows," she said. 

"I am going to come back 
stronger and win matches 
very soon. 

"Christina served well on 
the important points and I 
committed unforced errors 
that I shouldn't have. 

"I would have liked to 
have more matches under my 
belt before the US Open 
(which gets under way on 
August 29) but I am going to 
train even harder," added 
Wozniacki, who will play in 
the New Haven tournament 
next week. 

Meanwhile, America's 


Serena Williams withdrew 
from the tournament ahead of 
her second-round match due 
to a foot problem. 

Williams is on a run of 12 
straight wins after successive 
titles at Stanford and Toronto, 
but the WTA explained that 
the 29-year-old had aggra¬ 
vated an injury to the big toe 
on her right foot. 

"I felt a pain while playing 
(in the first round on Tues¬ 
day) and I don't think it's the 
right time to be taking risks," 
said Williams, who under¬ 
went a foot operation after 
winning Wimbledon in July 
2010 . 

That injury, followed by a 
pulmonary embolism, kept 
her away from the courts for 
almost a year.
